It is a historial axiom that revolu- 
tions never go backwards. Its truth 
has been affirmed in the great politi- 
cal events of this country since the 
adjournment of Congress, and espe- 
cially in the recent State elections. It 
was reasonable to suppose that: the 
Jacobinical violence, recklessness and 
ferocity of such political reformers as 
Ben Butler in the East, Senator Chan- 
dler in the West, and Parson Brown- 
low in the South, would have a dam- 
iging effect upon their party wh:n 
brought to judgment before the people 
but it is strikingly apparent from. the 
result of the late elections in Maine 
that the popular mind is controlled by 
larger questions, against which the 
sayings or doings of this or that fanat- 
ical politician go for.nothing. That 
great body of the American people to 
which we are indebted for the sup- 


| pression of the most formidable rebel- 


lion in the history of mankind, are evi- 


dently determined to have substantial 
securities for the future before they 


pronounce the good work of the resto- 
ration of the Union complete—that, in 
short, Southern reconstruction shall 
rest upon the solid foundation of the 
federal constitution, regardless of the 
disturbing forces of radicals, copper- 
heads, rebels, ruffians or fanaties, North 
or South. 

From the elections which have oc. 
cured since the constitutional amend- 
ment was adopted by Congress for 
the reconstruction of the Southern 
States, we are satisfied that that amend- 
ment is to become the basis of South- 
ern restoration—that it will carry and 
be carried by all the Northern State 
elections yet to come, and that with 
New Jersey leading off it will be rati- 
fied by them all and become part and 
parcel of the supreme law of the land. 
Nor have we any fear of the corse- 
quences. There is nothing, after all, 
so very objectionable in this amend- 
ment—nothing which President John- 
son himself has not, at one time or an- 
other, recommended to some Southern 
State or to Congress, and nothing upon 
which there should have been a disa- 
greement between the President and 
Congress. Let us fora moment look 
at this amendment again. 

Here follows the Constitutional A- 
mendment. 


This amendment is the reconstruction 
plan and platform of Congress, and 
there is no good reasong we say, why 
it should not have been adopted also 
by the President, inasmuch as he 
stands committed in some shape to all 
its provisions. It is not the platform 
of Thad. Stevens, Sumner, or any of 
the noisy Radicals of Congress. They 
can do nothing. It was adopted a- 
gainst their remonstrances and in spite 
of their threats.. It embodies substan- 
tially in fact, the President’s original 
programme, and if carried in the com- 
ing October and November elections, 
as we predict it will be, from Massa- 
chusetts and New York westward— 
we trust that the Administration, in de- 
ference to the will of the people, will 
come back toit. Why not? Surely 
this amendment engrafted upon the 
Constitution will be amply sufficient for 
the restoration of the Union, internal 
peace, sectional harmony and the secu- 
rity of the Government and the Treas- 
ury for many generations to come; a- 
gainst all disturbing factions of either 
section. Parson Brownlow, in leading 
off with the State of Tennessee for the 
ratification,has shown that a good thing 
can be done by.a bad man and for a 
bad motive; but that Tennessee should 
thus lead off for this amendment is a 
very remarkable and significant fact— 
that New Jersey should next follow is 
almost as strange, but from good or 
bad designs, thus started, the amend- 
ment thus started, is sure to go through. 
The President’s quarrel with Congress 
was an unfortunate mistake. From re- 
cent events, South and north, it is clear 


that it will prove a fatal blunder to his | 


administration, unless he abandons it 
as the issue before the people. The old 
contests in England between King and 
Parliament are full of instruction on 
this subject. Had Mr. Johnson taken 
our friendly advice, and made the dis- 
tinguished features of his administration 
a vigorous foreign policy, and a sound 
financial system, he might ere this have 
become as popular a President as An- 
drew Jackson.
